I also want to th*nk you for tho mention, for to it I attribute 3 ome of the 
recent attention from Europe, especially from five publishers. 

The history of Y.M TEW ASH-THE REPORT OH 'IHEMVTAHnES lhvPORT at the library 
of Oongrass is not as simule as it would have been had I known of you earlier* 

Our first letter of inquiry is dated July 15, 1965* Copyright No* A 790085 was 
gr-nted August 18, 1965. This was a limited edition intended to pres/neve our 
rights. On June 10, 1966 v/e filed the papers for the first of the editions of 
5,000 copies, with the addition of a little new material and the name revised 
from TriE REPORT OH Till AAH-HN RiiPORT.lt T .vas printed l/iay 9, 1966. 

On July 11, 1966, we h d 8 letter from Hr. mark LiHi s> Hoad, Book section, 
asking for details of the new material, to which we responded August 1, 1966* We 
have not heard ft’om him since, not? have we had any communication from the office 
that assigns catalogue numbers, although we know, from orders v/e have received, 
that a numb r h 83 been assigned* We are writing the library and asking for the 
number and will inform you on its receipt. 

I am sanding you herewith copies of the first Tinted and the revised 
editions* The first, of course, is exhausted, except for a few copies we have 
held for those writing and specifically asking for them. If there is any further 
information you would like, please let me know. I am anxious for the listing, for 
e have an astounding mail from people all over detailing 3tat>wnts from & rather 
large number of booksellers who claim not to know how to get the book, even though 
it is available and has 30ld remarkably well through those wholesalers you have 
been kind enough to note in PvV. 

Your enclosures aro particularly helpful to me because I have completed the 
rough draft of a sequel* While I do not not anticipate the need for a private 
printing, v/hich I certainly do not prefer, I shall be in a position to avoid the 
repetition of our errors of ignorance. I am hopeful of publisher interest in the 
sequel, both here and abroad. 

D'e do, very rapeh, appreciate your kindness and help. If you personally 
believe there will eventually be any value in the first printing and would like 
a personal copy, please let mo know while we still have a few* and I’ll be happy to 
send you one.
